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Nevertheless, to provide a complete response, Applicants elect Group I, as that group is 
defined in the Restriction, directed to claims 28-56. 

Applicants also elect a species as follows: 
as a type of graft, Applicants elect a skin graft; 

as a type of active enamel substance, Applicants elect amelogenins; and 
as a type of excipient, Applicants elect propylene glycol alginate. 

Early consideration and allowance of the application are earnestly solicited.
